.Take Marklein was unlucky to lose a purse with 
his Eden Park in the second race and it was 
solely due to Ambrose’s failure to note the coming 
of Sang lUeu ahmg the inner rail. Sang Bleu 
w’as lM‘st. but with a p(K>r send-off he would have 
lH»en beaten handily, had not Ambrose overlooked 
him in the stretch. 

A. L. Kirb.v and his connections netted much 
profit as a result of Insurgent’s victory in the 
«»I>ening race. The race al.so introduced to the 
local racing constituents the lightweight appren- 
tice rider O. Gentry, who rode the winner in ex- 
cellent fashion. He will remain here and ride 
for Kirby until the resumption of racing at Ti- 
juana. 

Heavy and steady siipiwrt for Yallaha in the 
third race and the tendency of Billy .Toe’s price 
to soar skyward, caused judge rampbell to send 
a sharp warning to McEwen, who laid the mount 
on Billy Jo**, and that rider ln‘cded the warning, 
for he kept Bill.v Joe in full stride from the 
start and won easily.

Th** valhy is famous for its fertile 
grass hinds ami no lM*tt**r h*«atii»n could la* found 
for th** exiK‘riment. which will b** tried this spring. 

Mrs. Herbert Wa*lsw*>rth. of Avon, pr«*sident of 
the association, is r<*'.|Miiisible for the i*lea <*f 
branching *>ut in this line ami the .Tock**.v Club al- 
ready has don;it**d a numb**r of choice mares f«>r the 
purp«)se. it being stipulat»*d in the d****d of gift that 
the.v are to lx* m;it***l with th** th**roughbr**d stallions 
under control of th** bn***ding bureau and whi**h 
are now located in the vjill**y. This is a new move, 
as under the previous syst«*m of th«* bre***ling bureau 
of th** Jo**k**y Club, stallions only w«*re supplied and 
the farmers of the *listricts in which they were 
placed generally bred *old blooded horses to the 
thoroughbr*'*ls.

Of the nim-teen mares already obtained, sixteen 
were a***inir<*d by purchase. Dr. Hagyard, a well- 
known <*xpert in K<*ntnck.v, was entrusted with their 
s**l<***tion. It was Dr. Hagyard who bfinght m.*iny 
of the English mares whiclj have imnle thonmghbr***! 
histor.v of lat** .vears, having select***! timsc that the 
late Manus Daly ha*l at Bitter Root Farm at the 
time of his *l**ath. Tw** were *lonated by C. K. G. 
Rillings fnmi his Curl’s Ne*k Farm in Virginia, and 
**n«* by John Sanf*»r*l from the Hurricana Sttul, Am- 
stenlam. N. Y. 

The mares are of var.ving type, seven being clean 
thoronglibre*!, while five are b.v the registered trot- 
ting stallion Kavalli T».v Kremlin, 2:07 1-4. a one- 
time **hampion an*l himself the ix)ssessor of nui**h 
thoroughbr***! bloo*l thr«>ugh the female line. The 
*lains of these five mares are ;ill tlmrouglibre*ls. 
One of the mares donated by Mr. Hillings is with 
foul by the Harvt*st**r, 2:01. the chuinpion trotting 
stallion, while th** otli«*r is with foal by Rion, 
2:21 1-2. a splemli*! specimen of the Orl*»ff brt*ed. 
Four of tlie thonmghlir***! mares are hy Omaha, a 
son of imiM)rte*l Watercress, wlii*‘h was a stake win- 
m*r in England ,in*l was hrongiit back to this coun- 
try to li«*ad the M*uitrose Stii*I. Thos** who have 
s**en th** nineteen m.*ir**s pr*»n*mn**e them i*h*al mates 
f*»r sm*h horses as W*>n*l**r Bo.v. Merr.v Task.

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THINGS ACCOMPLISHED AT NEW ORLEANS. 



New Yi*rk. Marrli 21 - .Uiseph Murph.v. iiiaiiager 
of tin* Businrss Men’s Karing .Yssoeiation of New 
Orh*ans. who arrived here .yesterday with his fami- 
ly. said ill an interview with a newspaper man; 

•Tf the New Orleans meeting has accomplished 
notliing else, it served to demonstrate clearly some 
things wliich I have contended for years were 
correct. 

“The most important was the fact that the 
American tlioronglibred of today will take np an.v 
weight asked of him and that ninety per-cent, of 
them will go any distance asked. We raced to a 
high scale of weights and our program was made for 
etnisideralde distance races. On ever.v 'Fuesda.v we 
had no ra«-e less than a mile and we averaged* only 
two rates :i day f«»r three-year-<dds and over .at less 
than that distance. 

“I coultl run a meeting at New Orleans snceess- 
fnll.v with n<* race less than a mile. Tlie day Kring- 
Imrst carrieil 134 iionmls and won in a lanter at 
tliree-t|uarters in 1:12 I hmked liim over carefully 
after the race. He never toitk a long breath. lie 
<‘onld liave gallo]»ed tlie mile out better than 1:.39. 
Horses ran just us fast with high weight as they 
did the winter before under a ligliter scale. 

“We demonstrated tlmt blinkers are not necessary 
racing and that their total abolishment would be 
a benefit to the sp«»rt. We did n«»t allow blinkers 
on two-.vear-olds. We did not liave one left at 
the post, did not have one cut down and tlie.v ran 
like old horses. 

“We also demonstrate*! that the jocke.vs’ agent 
is merely a barnacle to ra<-ing. Our jdan of having 
Herman ('onkling make all arrangements worked 
like a cliarm. .bnkeys did not kimw until tliej’ 
reiu-be*l the room what they were to rid«*. They 
were simpl.v told the *la.v before the weight tlie.v 
won* t<» *lo. 

“Our selling r:u*<* rule w*»rke<l to perfe<*tion. 
There was no displa.v «*f tem|M*r, n<» gathering of 
crowds .Mini no (*onfiision. The ideal selling ra*'e 
rule would Ih* to have scale*! (daims f*»r ever.v horse 
in the ni*-e. im-lmling tlie winner, un*l no transfer of 
a claiine*! Imrse f*»r tliirt.v *lays. This w*ml*l s*dve 
the *|iiestion of the surplus in sidling ra**es. ;is there 
would Ik* no surplus.

Lfiuisvillf*. Ky.. Marcli 21 — The resfilution aimed 
at the *‘iicfuiragemeiit *»f Ifiiig flistanf*e ra<‘iug tliat 
was iiitrfKlucefl at yesterday’s meeting of the Ken- 
tucky State R.'iciiig Commissuiii is couclied iu tlie 
following l.’iugu.ige: 

“.\t every meeting iu Kentucky given under the 
control of the St:ite R:iciiig ('omniissifin. oue-lialf 
at least of the tfital amount guaranteed ffir prizes 
shall be apportioiiefl to races of a mile or over, for 
three-year-filfls ami uiiward, and not less than one- 
half f)f this shall Im* f*»r races *>f a mile and an 
eighth or iipwarils t*i June 1, when after tliat date 
it shall Im* for rac*‘s of a mile aud a *iiiarter or 
iipwanl. After June 1 the program f*>r each day 
shall Ik* subject tfi tlie ffillowiug regul.-itions : 

“There shall bt* at least two races of a mile or 
upward of tlie minimum aggregate distances of two 
miles and a half. Tliese races must differ at least 
one furlong in distance anil they shall close with 
three entries. Neither of these races shall be open 
to two -year -olds, and one of tliem shall l>e neither 
a handif*up nor a race with selling conditions. 

“There shall not be more than two races to which 
three-year-olds or upward are admitted of less 
tlian seven furlongs and of these two races only one 
may Ik* h*ss than six furlongs. When an extra race 
is one substituted for the original it shall not be 
for a sliorter distance.’’

— The Hall bill, which 
would wipe out racing in Marylaml altogether, 
was given its iiiiietus in tlie liouse cfimmittee last 
niglit, the committee voting iinanimously, with tlie 
exception of Mr. Hall, to substitute the Frick 
measure as an amendment. The bill thus amende*] 
will come up tomorrow and the issue will be fouglit 
out on the floor of the lionse. 

Aflvocates of tlie Frick plan are confident that 
they liave votes enougli to carry their jioint aud 
prevent tlie abolition of racing. 

A (lf‘legation from I..aurel. among tliem promi- 
nent business men, appeared before the sub-com- 
mittee of the finance committee of the senate to- 
day ar d protested against any legislation tliat 
would result in tlie abandonment or the crippling 
of the race track at Laurel, It was stated at the 
hearing that the men represented every phase of 
the business life at I.aiirel and that the race 
track was of great financial benefit, with strict 
regard to good order. It was claimed that tlie 
farmers particularly were the beneficiaries of 
racing because of tlie market for their commodities 
at the good prices they obtained.

INCIDENTS OF SOME OLD-TIME RACES. 

A slashing golilen chestnut son of Stockwell <int 
of (’orilelia. by Red Deer. 'I'liniiderlKiIt was a horse 
of great speeil, ami he was one of thi* most for- 
midable rivals of Tliornianby in their two-year- 
old days. For Mr. ('aledon Alexander he won five 
races ont of eight in liis first season (inclusive 
of a walk-over). Tlionnanby he met three times 
at two years, finishing in front of him in the 
Fiiidoii Stakes at (Joodwood. when a neck ami licail 
divideil Niitbonme. TlinnderlKdt ami Mr. Merry’s 
gre.it horse. Previously, liowever, Thmiflerbolt 
ran niiplai ed to Rnpe** ami Tliornianby for the N#*w 
Stakes, :inil at their last meeting in the ‘Triterion*’ 
3'lif»rnianby ilefeated him by a length :ifter ;i 
gis*at rac«*. Forflham having to use the whip on 
the winner in a strenuous finish. Rather curiously 
Taunton’s ‘“F'amoiis Horses’’ states that in ISOI 
'FliiiiiflerlKilt won the Stewards’ ('np at CooiIwihkI 
under 1.39 ponmls. but that is an error, lie cer- 
tainly ran for that race carrying the weight speei- 
fied. but lie was unplaced to (’roagli Patrick, to 
which Ik* was trying to conceile no less than sixty 
ponmls. TliuniI**rbolt. moreover, started at tlie 
ffirlom oilils of 00 to 1. At the stml lie sireil many 
big horses, but nowadays the best known of them 
is perhaps Rf*verberation. which lK*caim* the sire of 
('onenssifin (dam of Ilanimerkop. Sireni;i. Idan- 
gibliy, etc). Among his daughters were Lady 
Blanche, which was the grnnilam of Bnnbnry, ami 
Locket, which went to Australia ami priKlncefl. 
among others, (’’hain Shot. Tin* last-nanif**! came 
to this country as a stallion. A famous mare that 
likewise attained the age of thirty-om* was Rosa- 
nioiifl. li.v Biizzaril. ilam of the St. Leger winner. 
Barefoot. When she foalf*d that colt to 'Fraiiiii she 
.Was already twent.v-two. ami she I'ontiiiuefl to liear 
foals for another four years. 

Barefoot’s Leger was most sensational, for after 
three false starts twenty- three of the twenty - 
seven comiietitors broke away and ran tlie whole 
coui*se. BareffKit finishing secoml to (’aniival. 'Flie 
raee hail to Ik* run over again, and only a dozen 
went to tlie post. Barefoot finally winning. Ills 
original backers had good hedging, for his price of 
‘20 to 1 iirior to the false start was snbsequentl.v 
reiliic»‘d to 5 to 1. In tliose flays. *»f coiirs**, tln*re 
was no such thing as starting price, but, hail then* 
been, his backers wonhl, of course, have been 
entitled to “twenties.’’ In more recent times 
till* iK>int was defiiiitel.v decideil wlien Barmeeiilf? 
won tin* (’iimbf*rlanil Plate. ’Fhat was in 1890. 

.All the nine runners except R*‘dsanil went the 
course in a bn*akawjiy. Tyrant, a warm favorite 
at “evens,’’ (‘omiiig in first, b<*ating Barmecifle 
(S to 1) by a half length. Two of the fielil difi 
not go tf» the jKist for tlie actual race. wlii**li was 
won b.v Barmecifle (3 to 1), with ’Fyrant (11 to 8 
against) unplace<l. It was argued in siniie quar- 
ters that tlie prices at tlie actual start shonlii 
rule, but if that were corn*ct. what wonlil be- 
come of tlie money wagered fin tin* tw*> Imrses 
which were finally withdrawn? Having once Ik**‘ii 
under the starter’s orfiers they were clearly run- 
ners within the meaning of Rule 1 *if tin* Rules 
of Racing. BfKikmakers wer*? therefore entitlf*d 
to receive over tJiem, and. i>er contra, tli<‘.v were 
I Cfiually entitled tfi pay backers tlie original, fir 
false start, jirices over tlie actual winner ami 
placed horses. 

There was a previous flecision t*> the same Cfiuit- 
able effect in connection with the Nfirthampton- 
1 sliire Stakes of 1887. The oircumstances were 
ratlier different, for after Middlotliorpe had won 
by six lengths from V’alciitine, with Postscript 
tliird. an objection was maile to the race on the 
ground tliat the proiK*r distance liad been ex- 
ceedefl, and the stewards ordered the course to be 
measured, when it was found that all the horses 
had run two liiinflred and fifty yards more th;iii 
the prescrilied distance. Tliey ordere*! tlie race to 
bf* run over again in acconlanee with tlie rule. 
Five of the horses did imt go to the post the 
second time, and Midfllethorpe won again, witli 
Postscript secoml. Sandpiiier third and Valentine 
and Tlirfuie niqilacefl. In his iKmk on “The Rules 
on Betting’’ a well-known legal authority on turf 
matters some years later flissented frimi tiie de*i- 
ssifui. which was given at the time, tli it all ilie 
imrses which ran in the nice over the wrong voms** 
Were starters. wheth**r or not tlmy r*ii ii: lie* .•*•- 
tual race. Ills opinion was “that this *li*<Isifm 
was errfmeous. inasmuch as there was im starter 
proi>erly acting Avithin the scone of liis d’lties” 
I must confess that I am uni’ile to follow Ins 
argument, for apparently the start *r was not re- 
sponsible for the mistake, and ev*n li:ul he •»e.*ii. 
Rule 33 of the Rules of Racing (ISSTl slated in 
plain words tliat if a race was run b.v ill (lie 
horses at wrong weights, or a wrong (iistance, or 
when tlie judge was not in the Imx. the <i**warf..'s 
were to order it to be run n.gara on tiie >anie 
day. That being so. there was, as far .n a m* re 
layman can see, imt the smallest loophole for a 
quibble. Ten Imrses went to the post siiid too'*; 
part in the original race, and they were there- 
fore “starters,’’ whether they went to the imst 
the second time or not. The settlement of vtaitiiig 
price wagers for that reason could only be made 
in one way, i. e.. by the return )f tin* prices 
at the time of the start of the first rac* *»vcr tiie 
wnnig course. Bofikmukers were >iititlc»l to cl.rm 
over the five horses tliat Avere withdraAvn from 
the actual race, and therefore they iri.I t** p.iy tiic 
prices current at the first start. Mid llelimrp**, ’.t 
may be recalled, was then favorite at 4 t* 1. 
with Nelly Farren second choice at 5 to 1. l '»it- 
script at 11 tf> 2, Throne at 100 to 15, Sandpiper 
7 to 1, Valentine, 8 to 1, C'hatterlmx 100 to 8. 
and so on. For tlie actual race M ifl*lletlior|K* w;.s 
a 7 to 4 on cliance, Avitli Postscript at foir*.^, au*l 
the other runners. Sandpiper, Valentine a ml 
Throne, jointly at 8 to 1. It Avas only efjnity 
that starting price layers coiihl imt receive over 
Nelly Farren aiul tlie otli**r four ,fbs**!itf*f*s ami 
at the same time pay *mt over Midilictlu;r*»e at tli«* 
greatly shortened price of 7 to 4 on.

.Mtimiigli it is possible that the lK»f>k is some- 
Avhat t<K> technically sci**iititic in its phraseo!f»gy 
to appeal reailily to tlie average .horse oAvner. 
especially at the outset, it is not ilitficnlt for the 
merf*st liymaii to arrive at tlie conclusions Avhicli 
the aiitlif*r has smight t*> inculcate. A careful 
lK*nisal of the lKK*k and a stmly of the diagrams 
which accomiiany the text cannot fail t*» enable 
till* reader of aA-ernge intelligence t*» f*oniprelien*l 
('olonel ('onste’s conti*ntifHis. and Avhile some imi.v 
be iiif'linefl to finestion the f*f>nclnsivem*ss and ac- 
curacy of the flefhictions Avhicli he draws, it can- 
not Ik* doubted tlnit liis arguments are ]i»gie:il anil 
well worthy of cari*ful anil serious eonsiileration. 

'File tr**iifl of the argument presf*ntef| is that 
tlie physif*al cimforniation of the s|>rinter a ml that 
of the stay**r or loiig-ilist-iiice hf»rse an* essi'u- 
tially fiifferent. and that the |K>pnlarity of slif*rt- 
flistaiiee races is I'aiising the disappf*ar:inee of 
raee hifrses :iiifl sin*s which an* built for loiig- 
distaiice races is ime of the tenfleiicif*s of <*xist- 
ing rai'ing conditions. 

Hi* )K*iiits out that the sprinter should have an 
upright slmiililer. long cannf*n iMuies anil a low or 
ilrooping 1 roup, while tie* high crimp., oblique 
shf>uldf*r, low hffck ami short cannon bones lK*Iong 
only to the stayer, H** proves this cmitention by 
an elalKirate ami scientific analysis of the move- 
ments of a race horse in motion, as ex|doitf*il by 
instantaneims photography. iiitf*mied ti» show that 
extremi* speed is imluc***! by a laborious action 
which f‘aiiiif»t long Ik* maintaiiiefl. 

Of course, raeing liistory is full of instances 
ealciilat***! to pn*ve that great sp**eil ami an ability 
to Avin long-distaiif*e raci*s have h<*en ffniml in the 
s;ime liorsi*. Init at the sami* tiiiif* (’oIom*l ('«mste 
presents arguments avIiIcIi appi*ar irn*fntabli* in 
support of his tlieory, and iiisof.ir as mf‘cli:iiiical 
cimstructiim is ciuicerned. anil it is iiior** than 
probable that his concliisif>ns will hi*lil giMnl in ;i 
bnmii ami compri'liensive vit*w of the f|nestif>n. 

In any i*veiit. it is highly il**sirahle that the 
bre* fling of li*»rses i»f tin* spriiitf*r tyjK*. Avliich In* 
flescrilies, shoulil Ik* iliscouragf**! ami th.it It 
shftiilfl be till* aim of brf*i*flers *»f thorough - 
breils to breed staying lii»rses in preference 

to sprinters, A careful perusal of his lHK>k 
cannot fail to Ik* instructive to anv stuilent of 
horse breeding. He treats the subject* scientifically 
and from tlie viewpoint of a niilitaray man who is 
esiiecially desirous of eneonraging the* product i*ui of 
t!ii>roiighlm*ds which shall be eminently suitable for 
iTossiiig uiHjii **olil blfiodeil mares Avitli the imrpifses 
of breeding high-elass army horses. 

His arraignment of short distance racing and the 
practice of encouraging the racing of two-year-ohls 
is forceful and telling and it should bear ‘desirable 
fruit in bringing about a reform in racing practices, 
not only in France and England, but especially in 
this country. 

('aptain (’assatt has rcnderf‘d the horse breeding 
interests of this country a valuable service in trans- 
lating and rendering availahle to the horsemen of 
this country tliis little boi>k. Avhich is a classic in 
its line, and his excellent translation cannot fail 
to find many readers avIio will be materially lM*ne- 
fitted by its perusal. 

Especially valuable Avill be found tliose passages 
in Avhich ('olonel ('oust** points out the variims 
characteristics of the tynes of saiidle liorses. ac- 
curately diffen*ntiatiiig lietweeii the respective con- 
formations of animals especially adaptcil to the 
carrying of heavy or light AA'eights.

liant Baroness La Fleelie really was Avlieii she only 
just failed to lK*at Rock Sand at Ascot, and Martin, 
wlio rode her, blamed liimself entirely for her de- 
feat. “He’ll never beat her again,” said he. as 
soon as he dismounted. I’nfortiiiiately Baroness 
La Fleche Avent to pieces after that race, but 
she is of inestimable value in a pedigree, and iier 
daughter, by Isinglass, is iH*rfectly eiiuipped botli 
for speed and stamina. The mating of Forest 
Lassie Avith Prince Palatine is interesting, for she 
is ail Isinglass mare, and lie is out of one. Then 
Ave have St. Simon tlirfuigh Persimmon and La 
Fleche, Avith iiif>re Galopiii, through Atalanta. pa- 
ternal graiidam of Clare. Tliere is also Hampton, 
througli Perdita II., Ayrshire and Lmlas, mul — per- 
haps. best of all — iiibrf*i*ding to Paraffin’s daughter, 
Footliglit aud Illuminata. through (Hare anil I.,;idas. 
If all goes Avell Avith this Prince I’alatiiie colt foal 
he should be a ehampioii, for lie lias the same tap- 
root as .Musket, Avith a Ave.-ilth of stamina ami 
Sliced in tlie other ipiarters i»f liis peiligree. 

I reffrriil the other day to the mating of Float- 
age (b.v 'Pile Raft out of Miss Len.i Hill, by Pio- 
neer) with ('ornstalk as I'ombining tin* late Sir 
Daniel (’iKiper’s famous ilaughters of Footliglit. 
Clare aiifl Float, 1 am glail to learn that Floatage 
foaleil an excf*ptioiially fine bay filly last night, 
:iiiil iifdliing iu lilooilstock lireeiliiig cjm wi*ll Ik* more 
certain than that tliis filly, if she lives anil 
thrives, avUI Ik* a good winner. She is the first 

foal of her flam. I'he Raft (by Orme out of Float) 
will chiefly lie n*memlH*red for tlie ti*rrific pace 
which he set in Bi*rriirs ('ambridgeshin*. He 
started a liot fa\f»rite for that race ami. tliough 
111* Avas a thn*i*-yi*ar-olfl carrying 108 poiimls. F. W. 
Day thought lie coiilil not be beatf*ii, 'Fliat Avas the 
race so lag Avitli fati* for Sloan. avIio finislieil sec- 
oiifl on ('oilomaii.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



From El Faso a dispatch of yesterday says: 
“I’nite<l States cavalry under Colonel George lh)dd 
today were re|M>rted on forced inarches from Cruses 
toward Naniiquipa to re-enforce Carranza troops 
under Colonel Cano, engaged in a fierce running 
figlit with Villa’s liandits. Encircled by Carr.inza 
and American forces. Villa was making a di'sper- 
ate effort to reach the Santa Clara canyon in the 
Guerrero mountains, twenty miles east of Nami- 
<|Uipa. Tlie absence of news from tlie battlefield 
since .Juarez officials late yesterday received the 
first word of Villa lirought at bay led to fears that 
h«* has cut his way thnmgh tlie armed ring and 
was temporarily safe. To trap Villa if he escapes 
the ctMitral column from Cru<*es, Brigadier General 
IVrshing has sent cavalry squ idrons southward to 
the Babri«‘ora ranch and to Carmen, on either side 
of Namiquipa. One of tliese three columns should 
be within striking distance of Villa’s rear guard 
within twenty-four or thirty-six hours. Several 
aeroplanes with the expedition spent last night on 
Mexican s<*il near .\scension. They wen* witliin a 
few hours flight of the Namiiiiiipa battle field and 
niu.v possibly lie of assistance to the American re- 
enforcements in locating the bandit’s followers. 
Wliile opposing forces were on every side of Villa 
today he might have eluded the Carranza troops at 
Namiquipa during tlie night and reached the rugged 
Santa Clara district. (Jeneral tiavira, Carranza 
commandant at .Tuan*z, today said he had received 
no further details than th.it the de facto tnaips and 
Villa were yesterday evening engaged in a desperate 
conflict and tliat .\merican re -enforcements were 
rushing to the assistance of the Carranza attacking 
forces, (iavira sent urg« iit requests for ailditional 
information and replies were momentarily expected : 
in .Iuan*z. Gavira pointed to the battle at Nami- | 
qiiipa in denial of n iMirts that Carranza triMips were I 
disiHtsed to let Villa get away and give him an equal j 
chance with tlie .\merican array on his trail. The j 
Carranza consul intimated that the United Stiites 
expedition has established a l>ase near Casas 
Grandes. Reports that the Carranza garrison there 
liad witiidrawn to Juarez to avoid friction remained 
umon firmed. Even if a large Carranza force had 
been placed bt'tween the expedition in Mexico and 
the bonier, it was pointed out that the thousands 
of .American troops at Fort Bliss and ('olumbus 
were sufficient protection against the implied 
threat.” 

From trograd yesterday a dispatch says: 
‘‘Capture of one town by storm, occupation of an- 
other and seizure of trendies are ivported from 
the west ( Russian > front, ami continued successes 
are ilaiineii in Asiatic Turkey. The official state- 
ment says: ‘Western (Russian) front: A German 

detachment .attempted to penetrate our lines in 
the region of I.^ike Kanger. but was dispersed by 
our tire. There have l>een lively artillery and in- 
fantrv engagements in several sections to the 
south of the Dvinsk district. We repulsed with 

our tire enemy attempts south of Lake Dreswiaty. 
We stormed and captured Velikoieselo. east of the 
town of Tveretcli. To the south of the same town 
we captured two machine guns while repulsing 
enemy attacks. Our trisips occupied the village 
of Zanapsiz and a section of the enemy trenches 
near the village of Ostrovliany after an engage- 
ment between Lakes Narocz and Wichnevskie.

IKirted by the artillery, in a sharp attack took

General Carranza has asked the United States 
the numlier of American troops to N* employeil in 
tin* Villa hunt. In n'ply, he will Ik* informed, it 
is said, that the exiK*<lition is only large enough to 
accomplish its one mission, and that this govern- 
ment has no intent to pursue military oiK*rations 
l>eyond that. I*n‘sideiit Wilson :ind the labinet 

yesterday agreed that tin* pro]M>sal fnun the Car- 
ranza government for a protocol under whi«*h tlie 
Villa hunt shall In* carried on should l>e assented 
to. The plan laid lK*fore the <*abinet by acting 
secretar.v of state Folk resulted in tin* ih'cision that 
it would Mork to the Isuiefit of both countries. It 
alM» decided at yesterday’s cabinet meeting that 
word should Ik* s**nt late in the <la.v to tieneral Car- 
ranza that the recpiest of the United States to use 
2dexi<*an railroa«ls d<K*s not include the transiKirta- 
tion of troops, but only bhipuieut of bupplics to the 



.American troops in Mexico. Acting secretary Folk 
of the state department and se«*retary Baker ex- 
plained to the cabinet overnight ilispatches and the 
situation growing out of the request for use of the 
railroads, 

B.v a vote of 128 to 117 tlie house yesterday 
passed an amendment to the Ha.v arm.v bill which 
provides that, wliile the enlistment iH*riod rt*mains 
three yeai^ with the colors or four years in reserve, 
an.v well -'trained man, upon recomm»*ndation of a 
commanding officer, may Ik* retired from active to 
reserve service at the end of one year’s active ser- 
vice. This action followed the defeat of an amend- 
ment offered li.v representative Kahn of California 
giving an enlisted man the option of retiring from 
a<*tiv<* to rt*s4*rve classification after one year of 
efficient service. The passiige of tin* amendment 
giving an <*nlist»‘d man the right of r<*tirement from 
active service after one year’s service was intro- 
duced by representative Gardner of Massachusetts, 
and is regarded as a defeat of chairman Hay. spon- 
sor of the arm.v bill favored by the administration, 
whose main aim is to provide a standing army, in 
peace times of 140,000 men. 

A greater entent<*. bringing even the smaller of 
the alli«*s into <*omplete acconi, will result from a 
conference to Ik* h«*ld in Faris this week or m*xt. 
Militar.v and political leaders of tlu* allies were 
assembling there .vesterda.v to organize for con- 
<*«*rt<*d aition to shorten the war. Since Aristide 
Briand became prime minister of France he has 
wiirkcd I'caselessly toward this end.

It adds 
that the 011I3' means left to the Austrians to 
avoid capture w:is to break through the Rus.sian 
IKisitions at T’scieozko, and this they did with 
4*omplete sm*oess.” 

The Frem*h official rcimrt of ycstcrda3* says: 
“In Belgium a ia*connaissam-e on the part of the 
^•m‘nly which took pla«*e along our lines to the 
north of Font Boesiughe was at once driven back 
b.v a 4*ouuter attack. West of the river Meuse the 
Germans several times renewed th«*ir attack against 
our front extending from Ovocourt to Malancourt. 
where the iMmibardment b.v shells of large calilier 
continued witliout interruption. The attacks of the 
<*uemy here wert* accompanied h.v throwing of flam- 
ing liquid b.v detachments of men earr3 ing special 
machines. In spite of the In*avy losses inflicted by 
our fire the enem.v was able to take jiossession. 
after hand-to-hand fighting, of a slight footing 
southeast <if Mahiiicourt wood known as Avoi*ourt 
wiMid. All the efforts of the Germans to marcli 
out from the Avocourt wood result«*d in failure.” 

David Vollrath. former tr«*asurer of the Evaiigeli- 
4*al Lutheran St. Marcus chun-h. who pleaded guilty 
a few weeks ago to having forged notes aggregat- 
ing ulKiut $."><1,000. drojjped dead in the count.v jail 
toda3‘. Vollrath was to have been taken to tlu* peni- 
tentiar3’ Weilnesda.v to iKgin serving his sentence. 
Dr. Francis W. McNaimira said that death was due 
to heart ilisease. Vollr.ith was lH*ing examined b.v 
tlu* ph.vsician in the Iu>spital section when lie reeh*d 
and fell to the fhmr dead. Dr. AIcNaniara im- 
imiliatelv iu»tifi«*d ,I:iilcr Will Davies aiul the 
latter summoned relatives of the dead man. 

.Aecording to R. R. Wolverton, United States radio 
exp<*il. tlu* high steel towers hitlu*rto thought to 
lie indispensable as a part of the outfit of a wireless 
station, are not iu*ccssar3' at all. He sa.vs that a 
wire stretched along the ground for about .">00 feet 
will answer tlie purpose quito as well as the elevated 
antumae. He asserts he has siucessfully “pi<‘ked 
up” lULssuges from various Uistuut stutious with 



this simple attachment. Improvements of great 
value may be expected in win*less ti*legraphy and 
telephony if this discovery proves to be what he 
asserts. 

The libel suit of Mrs. Herbert Asquith, wife of 
the premier, against the London Glolie was settled 
.vesterda.v. The suit was brought on account of 
publication by the Globe of statements that Mrs. 
Asquith had visited German prisoners of war con- 
fined at Donnington Hall and had sent presents to 
them. The Globe consented to judgment for $">,(XX) 
and costs. 

Furtlier restrictions in England on the importation 
of luxuries were imiuised 3'esterda.v. At a meeting 
of the priv3' «*oiincil King (Jeorge signed a proclama- 
tion proliibiting the bringing in of ;uitomol)iles. 
motor«*.vcles, various musical instruments, such as 
pla3'er- pianos and phonographs, and spirits and otlu*r 
strong drink, witli the exception of brand3' and rum. 

Italian troops enten*d Greek t«*rritor.v in Epirus, 
but retired after a day’s time when notifie<l b.v the 
commander of the Greek forces that the continued 
presence of the Italians could not be pennitteil. 
according to a statement b.v 1‘remier Skouloudis in 
the Greek chamber of deputies, rejiorted b3' the cor- 
respondent of the Havas News agency at Athens. 

The Tcnm*ssee legislature convened in special 
session 3*esterday to consider charges of mal- 
feasance and malfeasance in offi<*e brought against 
Judge Jesse Edgiiigton and Attorne3* General Z. N. 
Estes, Iwth of Memphis. This is the first im- 
peachment proceeding in that state in twent3'- 
three years. 

Four British destroyers engaged throe German 
destro3’ers off tlu? Belgian coast Monda.v, the ad- 
miralty announced yesterday afternoon. Two enemy 
lM)uts were hit li.v shells from the British dcstro3’ers. 

, Four British sailors were wouiuh*d. The Germans 
escaped into the naval base at Zeebrngge. 

Two acroplam*s of the first squadron luive been 
lost ill flight en route from Columbus. N. M., to 
the front in M«*xico. (’apt. B. I). Foiilis, in com- 
mand of the squadron, reported their failun* to ar- 
rive and said their wherealK>uts was not known. 
Six machines arrived safely. Exceedingly higli 
winds have made army airmen tasks hazanloiis. 

A dispatch to the Copenhagen Folitiken from Ber- 
lin says tlmt a great concentration of Russian troops 
is occurring in southern Folund. It is supposed that 
the Russians are preparing an attack on the line 
from Czartorysk to Kovel. 

A dispatch from Rome su3’s that witli the object 
of inducing Bulgaria to co-operate on the eventual 
attack on Saloiiiki and prevent a separate i>eace 
the Austro-Germans have formally ceded Saloniki 
to Bulgaria and promised to upliold the cession at 
the iK*ace conference.

Many goinl horses, such 
as Flyiug Fox and Keuiiymore. have been awkward 
at the starting post. but. ouce away, the horse 
settles to the work at once: in fact, he assumes 
rather the gait of a laz3* horse, that requires push- 
iug. but the moment the semblance of pressure is 
applied he responds with trenieudcus energy ami 
goes out to win his race without an effort; at 
least, such has been 1113* Impressiou of all his vic- 
tories. Fomuieni has wiuiered well, having let 
down and developed enormous mu.scular power. He 
is a luagnificeiit four-year-old. ready to start work 
at any manieut, and I have no doubt that, all con- 
tinuing well with him, ho will go througii his en- 
gagements this season undefoateil. The As?*<it Gup, 
or its substitute, will no doubt be his obj«*ctivc, 
and in order to give him an eye-opener he lias lM*4*n 
enti*rt*d for the Bnrwell Flate, which hxiks like 
falling eas3* pre3* for him. His sister. Fomerania, 
resembles him in appearance, but is more lengthy 
and higher o:i the leg. and is a beautiful mare 
standing full.v sixteen hands, one inch, with power 
in proportion, good legs to carry her and jMisresse^l 
of the quality of her sire, i^ie did not run last 
year, having jarred herself hy jumping over one 
of ilie bushes whlcli mark the galloping trai'ks. 
whieh <‘aiised Feck lo easi* her rather than run 
the risk of leg trouble in the suinuu*!'. aud no 
sooner had she got all right than she start«*d 
coughing. Then it was that Mr. Joel d4*cidt*d to 
abandon the idea of running her fur any of her 
autumn engagements. In the meanwhile it had 
lK*en discoverml that she could use her legs to ex- 
cellent purpuiju and, like her brother, has liut* 



sp<*ed. Her action is faultless, and having made 
splendid progi*e.ss during the recess there is every 
reason to hope that she will turn out a first-class 
three-year-old. — “Vigilant” in Eondon Sportsman.

Masler- 
at-Arms, as is his habit, went away with a strong 
lead, hut the old hor.si? cannot kei*** it uir nr>wa- 
days, as he u*«*«i to do. and some distance from 
home r<*sigiied the command to Limer<M*U, F r which 
it was all i>laiii sailing aft«*rward. Besides Master- 
at-.Arms. another of .Mr. Whitaker’s charges. 
Orangeville, was a competitor, and as he had been 
dei-idedly unlucky when beat(*n by (’ooldreeu at 
Gatwick, met with a fair amount of support. He 
figured nearer last than first tliroagliout, however, 
and was prolmbly imsiiited b.v the soft ground.
